nuance of a strong agitation. But nothing could bea greater 
mistake than to imagine that the decrease in agitation is 
b sign of the growing unpopularity of the movement. The 
Reception Committee at Calcutta did nothing up tp the end 
of November and existed only in name, but everything 
was compléte in two or three weeks. The: pandal was 
built, Rs. 55,000 were raised from subscription to meet 
the expenses, and all necessary arrangements made for the 
accommodation of delegates. (The Nairang, Agra, of the
